’’The only means through which 
we can discover these hopes is to 
request citizens to assist us in 
establishing the institutional ob- 
jectives for the decades ahead." Dr. 
Dickey said. 

Dr. Dickey cited the action for 
the long range goals after a re- 
port from the Southern Regional 
Education Beard. Tl.e report stated 
that Southern colleges face a situ- 
ation of unequaled urgency and 
opportunity. 

The committee being proposed 
will be composed of the Bourd of 
Trustees, the Committee of 15. a 
faculty group organized to promote 
the University's centennial, and 28 
membejs from throughout the 
state. 

When the committee meets and 
decider its specific purposes it will 
then divide into rub-groups. These 
groups will dec.de on such things 
as raising the University’s endow- 
ment fund. 

Dr. Dickey attiibuted the diffi- 
culty to achieve high gouts to fi- 
ll metal limitations. “It is high 
time that we discard the tradition- 
al double standard by which South- 
ern institutions are compared only 
with others in the region. 

Dr Frank D. Feterson, vice presi- 
dent for business administration,

State Asks Budget Cut 
Of 13 Million Dollars 



Plan Related 
After Speech

Gov. Bert Combs said after 
yesterday’s convocation that 
the State of Kentucky will pro- 
pose a 39-million-dollar bud- 
get for UK for the next two 
years. 

The state’s proposed figure falls 
13 million dollars short of what 
University president FYank O. 
Dickey said recently was “an ab- 
solute necessity ... if the Uni- 
versity is to keep operating with- 
out loss of ground during the com- 
ing biennium." 

Dr. Dickey said: 

"I cannot make any comment 
until I have an opportunity to 
see a breakdown of the budget. I 
have to know what parts of the 
budget will fall short of our needs, 
and how much will be divided 
among the various departments.” 

The president indicated that 
several University officials have 
been sent to Frankfort to work 
with the state toward reaching 
a final figure to be submitted 
to the state legislature for ap- 
proval. 

Gov. Combs said 13 million dol- 
lars would be proposed for the 



Medical Center (the University 
asked for 15 million). The outlay 
for Instruction and research at UK 
and its centers. Combs said, would 
be approximately 20 million dollars 
(the University asked for 22.7 mil- 
lion). 

Earlier Gov. Combs had told 
students and faculty members 
that the time had come for state 
government to focus on helping 
higher education. 

"I have told your president that 
if he will just be patient, our col- 
leges in Kentucky will receive 
special consideration In the next 
two years— and even after that, if 
I have any Influence,” Gov. Combs 
said. 

These remarks came in a 
question -and-answer session fol- 
lowing his address to the con- 
vocation in Memorial Coliseum. 

'Everyone agreed it was Import- 
ant that we first begin improving 
our educational system in the ele- 
mentary and secondary schools," 
Kentucky’s chief executive said. 

“So we raised teachers' salaries 
significantly in I960. And this year 
only 30 percent of our newly-tratnr- 
ed teachers are leaving the state 
to find employment, compared with 
50 percent before 1960. 

“Now, for the next few years, 
what we need to do is focus our 
attention on higher education,” 
the governor continued. 

“I am often told we are moving 
too fast— doing too much too 
quickly, but with this I do not 
agree. I believe the people of 



Kentucky are convinced it la 
necesaary for their children to 
be properly trained to survive in 
this age of space." 

Gov. Combs gave no definite 
answer when asked if he favored 
a state-supported junior college 
system for Kentucky. 

"I don't have a strong opinion 
either way,” he said. "Certainly 
we ought not build new junior 
colleges at the expense of the 
University. But on the other hand, 
if we wait until the University has 
all the money it needs, the junior 
colleges will never be built.” 

In his brief address, the govern- 
or outlined several reforms his 
administration has made in state 
government. In addition to edu- 
cational improvements, hts list in- 
cluded the following: 

1. A merit system for state em- 
ployees. 

2. Election reforms such as a 
requirement for all coantles to 
place voting machines in polling 
places. 

3. The formation of a Tourist 
Advisory Committee to promote 
travel in Kentucky. 

4. Expansion for the state park 
system. 

5. Stepped-up construction of 
turnpikes and Interstate highways. 

6. The portable government con- 
cept. Gov. Combs from time to 
time moves his office to various 
Kentucky towns to experience per- 
sonal contact with his constituents.

the scholastic average has risen to a 
point whereupon none of the frater- 
nities have been below the all-means 
average. 

One reason for this is that now a 
student must make his scholastic 
standing before pledging a fraternity. 
In the past this was not so, and con- 
sequently the fraternity averages suf- 
fered. 

Now comes the question: Is the 
Faculty being fair in their scholastic 
requirements for fraternities, or does 
a double-standard exist? 

If the logic is followed that frater- 
nities must meet the all-campus aver- 
age, it seems that other clubs on the 
campus should have to do the same. 
This would mean that sororities, K- 
Club, YMCA, Tan Sigma, and all other 
organizations should be required to 
do the same. As things are now, how- 
ever, a double standard has been set. 

The Faculty fc, to be commended 
for its desire to raise the standards 
of the fraternities. It seems this goal 
may be realized within the next two 
years. But, it is still two years too 
soon to have fraternity men meeting 
the all-campus average. 



At the recent National Interfra- 
ternity Convention in Boston, a startl- 
ing revelation was brought to the 
forefront concerning the fraternities 
at UK. 

It was found that our fraternities 
were required to meet a higher scho- 
lastic requirement than at any other 
university in the country. Although 
on the surface this seems to be a 
compliment to our fraternity system, 
it also points out some discriminatory 
facets that should be explained. 

Two years ago, before the present 
deferred pledging system was adopt- 
ed, the Faculty adopted the resolu- 
tion that all fraternities would be re- 
quired to meet the all-campus scho- 
lastic average. In the past, they had 
to meet the all-mens average. 

Shortly after this adoption, a mora- 
torium was granted for a one year 
period, wherein the fraternities would 
still meet the all-mens average, and 
after that year would switch to the 
all-campus average, which is higher 
than the all-mens average. 

Great strides have been made in 
the fraternity system since the de- 
terred pledging was inaugurated and

The point is that fans are 
pouring into college and high school gymnasiums at a record 
rate. Some criteria has to be established to select the national 
pastime ;nd to us attendance seems to be the best way. Be- 
sides, doit lots of football fans see several games a season? 

Also what difference does it make if half the crowds are 
students and they are getting in for "next to nothing?” 

The same is true of football. Several thousands of stu- 
dents see football games fen next to nothing. 

We aren't certain that half those in attendance at basket- 
ball games are students. 

After all don't forget the University of Kentucky In- 
vitational Tournament draws fine crowds each year, in- 
cluding a record 22,713 for the two nights in 1959, and 
students don’t get in for “next to nothing” to the UK IT. 
The Kentucky-Notre Dame game in Louisville draws fine 
crowds each year.
